NEW YORK, 
Harassed by fire 


$3,500,000 Clyde-Mallory liner 


Shawnee labored toward New York 
tonight after assuring other’ ships 
along the coast that her 190 passen- 
gers and 174 crew were in no im- 
mediate danger. 

Captain E. A. Chelton, who can- 
celled a distress call during the morn- 
ing after bringing a fire in No. 2 
hold under control, advised the home 
office he would arrive around 3 a. m. 
tomorrow. 

A message late today said that the 
stress of weather was delaying the 
ship and that it was making 10 knots. 

The report said that the fire was 
“not out but now under control.” At 
6:15 p. m., however, Captain Chelton 
memes again that “fire is now 
out.” 

Anxious crowds gathered at 
pier to await the ship’s arrival, al- 
though assured all on board were 
safe. 

Fire Commissioner John J. McElli- 
gott prepared to send a fireboat down 
the bay to meet the ship, upbound 
from Florida. He said the officers of 
the fireboat merely would inspect the 
smouldering hold to determine 
whether it would be safe to dock the 
ship. , 

Advices from the Shawnee indi- 
cated no one was injured during the 
tense ‘struggle to bring the fire under 
control. 

The Shawnee was steaming at 17 
knots through heavy seas when the 
flames were discovered in a forward 
hold containing cotton. At 7 a. m. 
the ship’s wireless rapped out an SOS. 

All broadcasting along one of the 
world’s most crowded seaways—off 
the Virginia capes—immediately 
shut down. A half-dozen vessels turn- 
ed their prows toward the stricken 
ship. 

Ten minutes after calling*for help, 
Captain EB. A. Chelton wirelessed he 
was racing for the shelter of Cape 
Henry, 52 miles to the northeast. Res- 
cue ships veered their courses ac- 
cordingly. 

Relatives of the passengers, most of 
whom were homeward bound from 
Florida vacations, besieged the line’s 
offices for information. 

Taut wireless operators at sea and 
ashore waited for the Shawnee to 
speak, 

Finally at 8:20 a. m. this message 
crackled out: 

“Now under control. Heavy weath- 
er prevails. Proceeding to New York, - 
S. S. Shawnee.” 

At 9:50 came the reassuring words: 
“Fire in cotton now out. Proceeding 
to New York.” 

In addition to cotton, the 6,209-ton 
vessel carried a cargo of vegetables

AS THEME FOR HITLER 


Der Fuehrer To Sound Future 
Course in Speech in 
Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Jan. 2&—(4#)—Colonies 
was the byword in Berlin’s homes and 
beer cellars tonight on the eve of 
Chancellor Adolf Hitler’s message of 
new objectives for the nation. 

With Nazi rearmament accomplish- 
ed and a four-year plan to speed eco- 
nomic growth under way, the slender, 
thin-faced Fuehrer will stride into the 
reichstag tomorrow afternoon, with his 
black-shirted bodyguards, to lay a new 
course. 

The session will be the first since 
Hitler proclaimed the goose-step march 
of his armies into the Rhineland, 
thereby making a dead letter of the 
Locarno security pact over the pro- 
tests of France. 

Deal With Colonies. 

That his pronouncement tomorrow 
would deal with colonies was the ex- 
pectation of many. 

The word Angola figured often in 
the Hofbrau parleys, although offi- 
cials have denied reports Germany 
would lease or acquire the African 
colony. (Portugal also denied offi- 
cially today the colony would go to 
Germany.) 

May Score Eden. 

He was expected by many to re- 
mind British Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden that “soft pedaling” of 
Russian military.growth is wrong. 

The chancellor also was expected ® 
to take Eden to task with ready sar- 
we" for the “young man of White- 

all,’’ 

But of Premier Leon Blum, Hitler 
was expected to say little. To both 
France and Britain the Fuehrer was 
expected to renew assurances of 
peaceful intentions, including possibly 
an offer of-a guarantee of Belgian 
neutrality. 

CHAMBERLAIN ATTACKS

ALABAMA SEES THE LIGHT 
After a long-drawn-out legislative 


battle the Alabama general assembly | 


has passed a bill repealing the 


state’s prohibition laws in counties | 


voting ‘“‘wet’’ in an election to be 
held on Maréh 10. 
before the Governor. . 

Thus another state, having found 
out that prohibition does not pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquor, has joined the 


long procession of states that have | 
moved into legalized control of the | 


traffic, making it possible to com- 
bat successfully the activities of 
bootleggers, racketeers and the 
criminal element of the underworld, 
and at the same time provide a 
source of large revenue for the state, 
counties and cities. 

Under the terms of the bill, coun- 
ties which vote “dry” will 


while ‘‘wet’’ counties will be given 
state liquor stores, with beer being 
sold by private dealers. 

It was conclusively proven over a 
long period of years before prohi- 
bition that ‘‘county option” was the 
most effective manner of preventing 
the traffic in liquor in those coun- 
ties which put a ban on it, and the 
same is being increasingly demon- 
strated in states which have enacted 
county option laws since repeal. 

The legalized sale of liquor can 
thus be controlled. Certainly it is 
a more workable plan than prohi- 
bition, under which the liquor traf- 
fic increased by leaps and bounds 
and led to the nation’s worst era 
of crimé. 

The Alabama general assembly is 
to be congratulated on this forward 
move toward real temp@rance in 
contradistinction to prohibition.

STRIKE EFFECTS WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—Strikes and floods 

have disrupted the nation’s business progress. 
The figures in the month’s business chart show that. But they also 
show the effect is probably exaggerated in the public mind, 

Take the auto strike. No official figures on the effectiveness of the 
Strike are being published. There are none. But there are two excel- 
lent private estimates which are dependable. You may accept them as 
semiofficial. 

These fix the car output of the big three in the prestrike week of 
December 19 and the strike week of January as follows:

DEFICIENCY it shows John L. Lewis has tied up General Motors 
rather effectively. But more interesting is the point 
that Ford and Chrysler have not picked up the business General Motors 
lost. Ford gained only 2,000 cars, while Chrysler actually lost business 
when the glass strike began to affect him. 

What has happened is the creation of a deficiency of about 45,000 
cars in weekly auto. production. The market is not being filled. If the 
Strike is settled within a reasonable time, it is quite possible that ac- 
celerated production later will fill the deficiency. Very little change in 
total output may be noticeable on the year as a whole. 

At least, it is an economic fact that very few people who want new 
cars this year will fail to buy them later this year if-they can get them. 
The only net loss in purchasing power seems to be among the strikers 
themselves. Even they may be able to buy their new cars later by work- 
ing overtime in accelerated production to meet the deficiency gfter the 
strike is over, 


FLOOD EFFECTS Take the floods. The best advance indication 


of January steel output indicates that the mills 
as a whole will turn out about as much this month as they did in the 
record month of December. When water flooded the Pittsburgh and 
Wheeling areas, all mills were operating at top speed on backlogs and 
January orders exceeding those of last year. They were hitting about 
80 per cent capacity. The flood dropped them to about 75 per cent 
for the past week. They expect to make it up shortly. 

Floods likewise have made about a 5 per cent dent in weekly freight 
traffic, but this may be offset bysrebuilding activities when the water 
subsides. So will activities in most other affected lines. 

The main economic effect of floods is the destruction of wealth. 
Buildings and factories are being ruined. But as far as the national busi- 
ness activity and national income are concerned, the flood influence may 


not be as far-reaching as it seems. 

CONSENSUS Substantially the same thing is true of strikes, if they 
are not general and not prolonged, and there is vir- 

tually unanimous opinion on the inside here that the restricted auto 

strike will not be prolonged. 

Three well-informed government economists were guessing about it 
the other day. They agreed in the opinion it would not last six months 
or a year. One guessed a settlement would come ‘within a month,” 
another “six weeks,’ and the third “two months.” They just differed 
in estimating how long the managers and labor leaders would piddle 
around in negotiations. 

Note—They also were unanimous on who would win.

Reach $85,021 in Drive’s Fitth Day 


Plea for Large Gifts Made by Chairman McDuffie in 
Calling on Firms To Do Their Share; Churches 
Asked To Co-operate. 


A welcome flood of money poured 
into Atlanta Red Cross offices yes- 
terday for use in relieving suffering 
and privation among refugees of the 
Ohio and Mississippi flood areas. 

Total contributiens at 5 o'clock yes- 
terday were $85,021. 

The largest group contribution yet 
reported was made yesterday, the fifth 
day of the drive, by the Georgia 
Power Company employes, who for- 
warded $2,860.70 for relief coffers, 
with more reported due to come, 

Other large contributions were 
from the Atlanta Postal Credit Union, 
$1,100, and employes of the Southern 
Bell Telephone & Telegraph Com- 
pany, $592.25. 

One of the most unusual contribu- 
tions ever received by the local chap- 
ter came from a man who walked 
into Red Cross headquarters and 
handed Mrs. Ann Byrd Vaughn, the 
executive secretary, $300 in bills for 
flood relief and the roll call. His 
only comment was “just put it down 
as anonymous.” 

In a plea for large contributions, 
P. C. McDuffie, general chairman, 
said “In many cases we are receiving 
substantial contributions and enroll- 
ments from the personnel of business 
houses, but have failed to receive any 
contributions from the firms or cor- 
pordtions; neither have we received 
any contributions from officers and 
executives of such firms. We need 
large contributions if we are to reach 
our quota.” 

McDuffie has designated tomorrow 
as Red Cross Sunday in the churches 
and suggests that pastors use the Red 
Cross and its services to humanity 
as the text of their sermons and for 
special announcements, urging gener- 
ous response to the call for aid of the 
flood sufferers. He also urged that 
teachers of Sunday school and Bible 
classes also present the Red Cross 
appeal tomorrow, and urge a prompt 
response. 

“IT think we should make Sunday 
a day of prayer for those made desti- 
tute and homeless by the flood,”’ Me- 
Duffie said, “and at the same time 
give thanks: for the blessings that 
have been showered on Atlanta be- 
cause of freedom from all these major 
disasters in past years. Surely the 
people of Atlanta with no major 
losses of their own in all those years 
can afford to come generously to the 
aid of the stricken in less fortunate 
cities,”

downtown Atlanta at 2:30 o’clock to- 
day will be the Georgia Military 
Academy band, McDuffie said. They 
will take the Red Cross colors of ap- 
peal throughout the downtown sec- 
tion.

RESPONSES TO SUIT BIDS 
ONE, 

The partner of the opening bidder 
is called the responder, and his bids 
are called responses. The obligation 
to respond, whenever possible, to part- 
ners opening suit bid of one is strong 
on the responder, for two reasons: 

1, The opening hand may be packed 
with honor tricks and reinforced with 
one or two powerful long suits, which 
= opener cannot show if the bidding

2. The opener already has assumed 
a certain measure of strength in the 
responding hand.

‘YOUR FIGURE, MADAME!’ 


By IDA JEAN KAIN. 


DIET AS YOU LIKE IT. 


Do you love good food, and absorb 
calories like a sponge? Then you 
must cut corners on your three good 
Squares ... or lose your figure. 


All excess pounds represent calories 
stored im the form of fat. Every 
ounce of body fat represents 275 calo- 
ries of food taken over and above 
your requirements. You can use 
these calories in energy by reducing 
the calorie intake below energy re- 
quirements. These isn’t any guess- 
work in dieting any more. I you 
cut your food intake by 500 calories 
per day—below your maintenance re- 
quirement—you will lose three-quar- 
ters of a pound per week. 

You may not lose exactly this 
amount each week, but, in the long 
run, weight loss will equal your cal- 
orie deficit. To lose more rapidly, 
you can reduce your maintenance cal- 
ories by 1,000 per day and lose one 
and one-half pounds each week. [Yor 
example, if you have been’ taking 
2,400 calories a day, drop down to 
1,400, to lose the one and one-half 
pounds per week. 

You don’t have to 
body’s reducing diet. You can plan 
your menu to suit yourself by fol- 
lowing the basic principles of nutri- 
tion. However, when you subtract 
calories from your diet, make sure 
that you do not also subtract pro- 
tein, minerals and vitamins. 
fat represents stored calories, 
the protective elements cannot be 
stored and must be supplied daily. 

The reducing diet should be built 
around the _ protective elements. 
Whether or not you are reducing, you 
need a fixed amount of protein, the 
minimum being 10 per cent of your 
normal number of calories. This 
amount is supplied in a liberal serv- 
ing of lean meat, one to two eggs, one 
or two glasses of skimmed milk or 
buttermilk, together with the small 
amount of protein furnished in other 
foods. 

If you include in the menu a lib- 
eral amount of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables, a small amount of butter (one 
and one-half pats), one to two glasses 
of milk, and two or three slices of 
whole grain bread, you will get your 
minerals and vitamins. These foods 
also supply the necessary bulk for 
satiety and elimination. 

The carbohydrate content of the re- 
ducing diet must be quite limited if 
you are to lose weight, yet it must 
be high enough to maintain the ni- 
trogen equilibrium, and to burn body 
fat. The old saying that “fat burns 
in a fire of carbohydrates” must not 
be taken too literally by the reducer. 
A balanced diet, as outlined above, 
includes all the carbohydrates (sug- 
ars and starches) needed. 

Fat is the one foodstuff in the 
menu that can be very low. In fact, 
the purpose of the reducing diet is 
to give very little fat in order that 
you may use up your own fatty tissue.

That is why we some- 
times hear the words “alpha and 
omega,” meaning the beginning and 
the end. 

Most people in ancient nations 
wrote words from right to left. That 
is just the opposite of the way we 
write our words. In Greece, it was 


| the custom in many cities to write 


from right to Jeft, but some Greeks 
tried doing it from left to right, and 
liked it so well they made it a new 
stom. 

The Romans learned most of what 
they knew from the Greeks, They 
adopted the left-to-right system for 
their Latin language. Almost all let- 


‘ters in our alphahet were given their 
present-day form by the Greeks or 


Romans. The Roman alphabet was 
more like ours than the Greek.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—(#)— 
The Commerce Department reported 
today that exports exceeded imports 
by $34,258,000 in 1936—the smallest 
export balance since 1893. 

he department said exports for 
the year aggregated $2.453,487.000, an 
increase of $170,613,000 over the pre- 
vious year. 

Imports were set at $2,419,229.000, 
or $371,744,000 higher than 1935. 

Imports last year were larger in 
every month than in 1935, the report 
said, while exports were higher in 
every month except November. 

The $34,258,000 excess of exports 
last year compared with $235,381,000 
in 1935 and $477.745,000 in 1934. 

Exports of unmanufactured cotton 
and unmanufactured tobacco fell off 
in December under the _ previous 
month, following seasonal tendencies.

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TENNESSEE APPROVES 
SECURITY MACHINERY 


Alabama Assembly in Lull; 
N. C. Group Votes Sales 
Tax. 


By the Associated Press. 

A bill to set up machinery for 
administering social security legisla- 
tion in Tennessee through re-organi- 
zation of the state government gained 
both senate and house approval in 
the state legislature yesterday. Gov- 
ernor Browning will get the measure 
early next week. 

Alabama's assembly was in a legis- 
lative lull, marking time on the two 
chief issues before it—prohibition re- 
peal and a general sales tax. The 
senate’s principal action Friday was 
adoption of a bill requiring lobbyists 
to register their affiliations and com- 
pensation. 

Representative John Chichester of 
Birmingham, author of a two per cent 
general sales tax bill, obtained a de- 
lay until next week. 

The North Carolina assembly re- 
ceived a bill to abolish Avery county 
and calfed back for committee consid- 
eration a tabled measure providing 
for maximum weekly work-hours. 

A joint finance committee adopted 
a sub-group’s recommendation for en- 
actment of a three per cent sales tax. 

Representative Wilbur Grant intro- 
duced a bill in the South Carolina 
house to increase chain store taxes 
and utilize the revenue for social se- 
curity. Similar bills last year died 
in the senate. 


U, , TELLS HIGH COURT 
LABOR POWER 1S VALID 


Brief Contends Wagner Act 
Is Covered by Interstate 
Commerce Authority, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.—(?)— 
The government contended the Wag- 
ner labor relations act was a consti- 
tutional exercise of congressional pow- 


er over interstate commerce in a brief 
filed with the supreme court today in 
the case brought by the board against 
the Jones & Laughlin Steel Com- 
pany. 

Signed by Attorney General Cum- 
mings, the argument denied the con- 
stitution’s “due process” of law clause 
was violated by the act. 

“Before this statute was enacted,” 
the brief said, “experience had shown 
that industrial strife was a recurrent 
burden upon the interstate commerce 
of the nation. 

“Not only in its totality had such 
strife produced obstructions to com- 
merce, but also in many individual in- 
stances such strife eventuated in con- 
spiracies through restrained commerce 
or imposed such substantial burdens 
upon it that penalties or injunctions 
were implied under the Sherman act. 

“These facts are clearly shown by 
a survey of the results of individual 
disputes, these statistics with regard 
to the total number of such disputes, 
and repeated federal activities in con- 
nection .with industrial strife.” 

Opposing briefs also were filed in 
litigation involving constitutionality 
of the railway labor act, similar to 
the Wagner measure. The Virginian 
Railway Company contended the leg- 
islation was invalid, while a group of 
its employes took the opposite view. 
Arguments on this act will be heard 
along with the Wagner case. 

The American Federation of Labor 
and Amalgamated Association of 
Street, Electric Railway & Motor 
Coach Employes of America also filed 
a brief as a “friend of the court” in 
support of the Wagner act.
